Lonpon, Jan. 26.—It is stated on very high 


scare among the authorities, who have re- 
ceived information from their agents in 
America that the dynamiters’ section is 
actively preparing to resume operations. 
The headquarters are said to be in Phila- 
delphia and Kansas City. The authorities 
are increasing their vigilance in all parts,- 
and detectives swarm in Queenstown, Liver- 
pool, Souttampton and other ports. The 
police guards have been increased around 
the public buildings, and the authorities are 
considering the advisability of issuing orders 
for a closer examination of luggage of pas- 
sengers arrivingin England from the conti- 
nent and the United States, which was 
stoppeda few months ago. This would be 
done without hesitation, but that it is not 
deemed desirable to create alarm in the pub- 
lic mind. The information received by the 
authorities is accepted by them as being per- 
fectly reliable. 


France and the Tahiti Islands. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan. 26.—The bark 
City of Papeete arrived on Saturday from 
Tahiti Isiands. She brings news that the 
French Government is but slowly gaining 
possession of the islands. The island of 
Raieta, seventy miles from Tahiti, is now the 
scene of the principal trouble. About 5,000 
people inhabit this island and the 
French have bribed one of the chiefs 
with about 2,000 followers to consent to 
French rule. Fully 3,000 natives are camped 
in the mountains and are waging war on the 
bribed chief. The French have two men-of- 
war there, but don’t interfere. Many of the 
chiefs hope that the United States will take 
possession of the islandand are accordingly 
resisting the French. The natives are sup- 
plied with armsand amunition by schooners, 
supposedly American. 


Parnell in Ireland. 


WATERFORD, Jan. 26.—In his speech here 
yesterday Mr. Parnell declared that Hartle- 
pool, in the recent election, had declared en- 
tirely forhim. He expressed satisfaction at 
breaking off negotiations with Gladstone. 
Subsequently Mr. Parnell spoke at the Town 
Halland from the balcony of his hotel. In 
both speeches he claimed great credit for his 
efforts in behalf of the Irish cause.

INGALLS’ FRIENDS. 


THEY ARE CONFIDENT OF BEING ABLE TO 
RE-ELECT THE SENATOR. 


‘| Attempts to Influence the Alliance Mem- 


bers With Soldiers’ Petitions. 


NO INDICATIONS OF A BREAK IN THE 
RANKS OF THE AGRICULTURISTS. 


Senator Ingalls’ Campaign Managed by 
the Shrewdest Wire-Pullers—Alliance 
Oaucus to Be Held To-Night—Elder in 
the Lead—The Deadlock in the Illinois 
Legislature—New York and the Pres- 
idency. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Jan. 26.—The choice for the 
Alliance candidacy for Senator has narrowed 
down to Elder, Peffer and Willits, and to- 
night’s caucus will probably develop which of 
these will be against Ingalls in the balloting 
to-morrow. The friends of the Alliance men 
claim about the same strength for each of the 
candidates. . In the Ingalls caucus the Re- 
publicans claim sixty-two votes and hope for 
rapid gains. The Alliance men say that 
Ingalls cannot possibly win, as the farmers 
will stand firm to the end and resist all possi- 
ble combines and arrangements. 

To-day the Ingalls managers feel more 
confident than forsometime. The most ex- 
pert Republican wire pullers in the State 
have been summoned within the past forty 
eight hours, and they are here in droves 
making a strong effort to pull Ingalls 
through. There is no outward sign indicat- 
ing a break in the Alliance ranks and Speaker 


Elder says that there is no danger of such a | 


thing occurring, strenuously averring that 
the ninety-two Alliance members are as 
solidly against Ingalls as they were when first 
elected. Mr. Ingalls received his friends all 
day yesterday, and the Alliance members 
were given to understand that they would be 
welcome, but they steered clear of the spider’s 
web. As tothe Alliance candidate, Speaker 
Elder says that no choice was made at Satur- 
day night’s caucus, and denies the re- 
portthat W. A. Harris, the Leavenworth 
County stockraiser, received 62 votes. 
THE INGALLS MANAGERS CONFIDENT. 

On Wednesday the joint session will be held 
when all will depend ontheability of.the 
Alliance managersto keep their forces. If 
they succeed in this the session may end be- 
fore nightfall. ThelIngalls men are relying 
onthe old soldier element in the Alliance 
throwing themselves on theside of Ingalls, 
when he shall march into the House from the 
Senate chamber. Someofthe knowing ones 
claim that no caucus action on earth can pre- 
vent this. One of these prophets said: ‘‘To- 
morrow’s petitions will be read in the House 
from every Grand Army postin Kansas ask- 
ing for the re-election of Ingalls. These 
petitions will not come from the 
posts themselves, but from the 
leading men in each post. 
This will get around the objection. that the 
G. A. R. is non-political. The Ingalls organ- 
ization is in the hands of five of the shrewdest 
men thatever went intoa contest. Living- 
ston, President ofthe New York Alliance, is 
here using his influence with the soldier ele- 
ment for Ingalls. He shows letters said to be 
from Southern Alliance men,in which they 
State that when the Alllance comes into 
power they will cut off the pensions of the old 
soldiers. This is having an influence momen- 
tarily at least. The Alliance is preserving 
the strictest privacy holding their meet- 
ings in dark rooms and it is difi- 
cult to get anything out of them 
unless one has the Alliance birthmark, the 
Alliance grip and the Alliance password. 
From appearances it would seem that Willets 
is the most promising one among their num- 
ber for the Senatorship, Dut they will not 
talk about him. Harris of Leavenworth is 
doubtless the ablest man ofthe Alliance, and 
represents every principle of the combina- 
tion, but he is an ex-Confederate, and it is 
doubtful if the large soldier contingent would 
support him for thatreason. Congressman 
Simpson is ruled out from the contest by the 
Alliance, that no member-elect to Congress 
shall be eligible to the United States Senate. 

SOLDIERS’ PETITIONS. 

Petitions signed by nearly ten thousand old 
soldiers of Kansas, asking the Kansas Legis- 
lature to re-elect Senator Ingalls because of 
his faithful services to the veterans, were 
presented this morning. They come 
principally from the counties which are 
represented by Alliance members and were 
for the purpose ofinfluencing the Alliance 
men who are ex-soldiers, of whom there are 
about forty. There is no reason to believe 
whatever that this pressure onthe ground of 
Ihgalis’ interest in the old soldiers’ cause is 
breaking into the Alliance ranks. Represen- 
tative Duncan said this morning that hun- 
dreds of old soldiers in his county were op- 
posed to the election of Ingalls and he knew 
it to be the same in every county in the State, 
and the soldier petitions gotten up by the Re- 
publicans would not have any effect. 
Everything depends on to-night’s 
caucus of the Alliance, Some _  Re- 
publicans admit that if the Alliance 
agrees upon acandidate there is no hope for 
Ingalls. There has been no attempt as yet to 
concentrate the Alliance forces, but Chair- 
man Chase, whois the leader of the Alliance 
men, said this morning that the caucus would 
be governed by the majority and that the 
candidate who develops the most strength on 
the first ballot will undoubtedly be nomi- 
nated. He says that eighty-nine mem- 
bers, six more than a majority of 
both houses, have agreed to go into 
the caucus. They are so determined in 
their opposition to Ingalls that any one of the 
six candidates before the Alliance caucus 
would be acceptable. Speaker Elder is this 
morning still conceded to be the strongest 
Alliance candidate and is doing the most 
active work. Judge Pfeffer also has a strong 
folowing and will be second in the race. 
Willets has about twenty votes. Judge Dos- 
ter, Gen. Rice and John W. Briedenthal will 
have complimentary votes, but are not con- 
sidered in the race. 

TO-DAY’S VOTE. 

According to the prediction contained in 
previous dispatches every member of the 
Senate and House reported this morning and 
the voting for United States Senator was 
resumed with the same results as last week 
and no prospects of achange. The roll was 
called four times up to1o’clock, making the 
twenty-sixth ballot for the session, uniformly 
101 for Palmer, 100 for, Oglesby and 38 for 
Streeter. There is no reasonable speculation 
which contemplates. anything different to- 
morrow. The business of either branch was 
not of importance or interest.

Had disaster or mishap 
overtaken the party at this juncture, it would 
naturally have been charged to the Governor 
who, everybody must admit, was the first 
and really the only choice of his party for 
Senator. Never wasthere a time when the 
office more sought the man thanin this case. 

‘*‘DoI think he has foregone his presidential 
aspirations by this choice? Well, as tothatI 
can’t say, but Ido say that his presidential 
chances are more potent than ever. The 
idea that a man should at all weaken himself 
by entering the Senate and standing among 
such master diplomats as Car- 
lisle, Gorgas, Vest and _ others, is 
utter folly, and without disrespect to the 
force of the Senators, both Democratic and 
Republicans,I freely assert that Gov. Hill will 
be the peer of them all. He will stand in the 
front rank and be as much of a power there 
as he has always been in whatever position 
he has been called to. 

‘*Gov. Hill,’’ said Mr. Sheehan, ‘‘has built 
up a strong party organization through and 
by means of his generalship. He has a larger 
army of workers and friends behind him than 
had any leader since Tilden, and they will 


never desert him,’ 


‘*What do you think of the New York Sun's 
dictum that Gov. Hill should resign by March 
4, when his term of Senator begins?’ was 
asked of Mr. Sheehan. 

‘*‘Ido not see the forceof Editor Dana’s 
opinion that Gov. Hill should resign, but it is 
only a question of personal opinion. I don’t 
think that Gov. Hill should resign before De- 
cember, when Congress convenes.

A BRUTAL. ASSAULT. 


Miss Tillie Daly Waylaid by a Black 
Brute Near Ellendale. 


KNOCKED DOWN WITH A CLUB AND 
OTHERWISE MALTREATED. 


A Searching Party Organized and Four 
Hours Spentin Scouring the Woods in 
Search of the Negro—The Brute Finally 
Captured—An Employe of George Vail 
—Miss Daly in a Critical Condition. 


A most brutal, fiendish assault was com- 
mitted by a négro on Miss Tillie Daly last 
night within the corporate limits of the little 
suburban town of Ellendale, on the Misouri 
Pacific road. The younglady had spent the 
afternoon visiting at the residence of Mr, 
Matthews, in Gratiot,on the Frisco road, 
and was returning home shortly after 8 
o’clock, when assaulted by the brute. The 
twotowns are connected by a plank-walk 
running up and down across fields and 
through woods, and Miss Daly had been ac- 
companied by Mrs. Matthews’ sister 
as far as the bridge spanning the 
River des Peres. Three or four minutes after 
they separated, and directly after Miss Daly 
had entered the grove on the outskirts of 
Ellendale, she was suddenly confronted by a 
young negro, and she had just time enough 
to give a piercing scream when the brute 
knocked hegsenseless with a club. 


MOST BRUTAL ASSAULT. 

**It was the most brutal thingI ever knew,’’ 
said Mr. John M. Hudson this morning, in 
telling of the affair. ‘‘The fellow used a club 
as bigasa poilceman’s night club, striking 
the poor girl three times on the head and then 
choking her and tearing her clothes off. The 
girl was stunned by the blows, but came too 
at once, and she must have fought 
him like a tiger. I was out getting a 
bucket of coal when Miss Daly screamed and 
I thought it came from my green-house and 
hurried down there to see what was the mat- 
ter. Ilive about a quarter of a mile from the 
place where Miss Daly was assaulted, or itis 
about that far around by the walk, although 
it is much nearer straight across thefield. I 
met my gardner and his assistant, Henry 
Emmunds and Henry Lank, carrying the girl 
and I assisted them to Mrs. Matthews’ house. 
Emmunds was thefirst to reach Miss Daly 
after she screamed. He ran out of the green- 
house followed by Lank, and it happened. 
that the lady who had accompanied Miss 
Daly asfaras the bridge was passing the 
green-house on her way home when 
the girl screamed. She said to EBmmunds, 
‘Run; that’s Miss Daly being assaulted,’ and 
Emmunds lost no time in getting there. You 
see, the ladies had seen this negro, Henry 
Murphy, on ahead of them, going toward El- 
lendale, and they walked slowly purposely to 
give him plenty of time to reach Ellendale 
before they separated. The brute was pre- 
vented from accomplishing his object by the 
arrival of my gardeners and it was fortunate 
that they were so near... In running {to Miss 
Daly’s rescue they made a 
noise on the sidewalk, of course, 
the brute made his escape before they 
arrived, but we captured him after that. The 
news of the assault spread through the town 
inalmost no timeandin afew minutes we 
had organized a searching party of fifty men 
and divided intothree gangs. One went to 
Benton to hotify the police there, scouring 
the woods on the way; one went in the direc- 
tion of Cheltenham and one searched the 
woods around Ellendale. : 


THE ASSAILANT, HENRY MURPHY, 

**T ought to have told you first, however,that 
we knew who the negro was whom we were 
searching for,as Miss Daly had recoghized 
him before he struck her. Emmunds found 
her all covered with blood and her dress 
and petticoat torn off her, and his first ques- 
tion was: ‘What’s tne matter?’ 

‘** ‘Oh, I’m all beat up,’ she gasped. 

** ‘Who did it?’ 

** *Vail’s nigger,’ was the reply. 

*“*She meant George Vail, the brother of 
Henry Vail, who is nowin jail for killing his 
wife. He is a worthless negro and has al- 
ready served a term in the Work-house for 
committing an assault. 


THE SEARCH. 
The searching party that scoured the woods 

around Ellendale finally ran on to Murphy 
and chased him quite a distance, and one of 
the men, Tony Magill, gota shotat him, but 
missed him and the fellow got away for the 
time. Heslipt around some way and got 
back to Vail’s, but of course we didn’t know 
anything of that then. He probably supposed 
that the girl had not recognized him or that 
he had killed her and forever shut her mouth 
even if he had.been recognized, and con- 
cluded that he could get back home and no 
one would ever know that it was he who had 
committed the assault. After nearly four 
hours of searching we gathered in Gratiot 
again and then I proposed that we search 
Vail’s house. Some of the searchers 
nad already beenthere but without finding 
him, It seems, though, that they searched 
only the lower part of the house and the 
stable. Sergt. Kennedy and two police 
officers and myself then went to Vaill’s and 
one of the officers and myself went tothe 
residence, while Sergt: Kennedy and the 
other officer searched the barn. We found 
nothing suspicious down stairs and then I 
suggested the garret, asking Mr. Vail how we 
could get upthere. He said that we would 
have to go outside to get up there, but he 
didn’t think it was any use, as he was pretty 
sure Murphy was not up there. 
We asked what made him 
think so and he answered: ‘I don’t 
know whether he’s there or not for sure, but 
I think he isn’t there because he left right 
after supper and hasn’t come back.’ We 
asked where he slept and Mr.and Mrs. Vail 
both said that he sometimes sleptinthe barn 
and sometimes in the garret. The officer 
then said: ‘We’ll go up in the garret.’ 
Then we went out and climbed up a ladder to 
a trap-door which was shut flat down. Mr. 
Vail went with us and we hada lantern. The 
officer pushed up the trap-door and we 
climed up into the room. 

: FOUND HIM IN BED. 

‘‘There was nothing to be seen in the ne- 
gro’s bed until the officer pulled down the 
clothes and exclaimed. ‘Here is the blank son 
of a blank.’ The negro pretended to be 
asleep, and svouldn’t stir when the officer 
told him to getup. The policeman gave him 
a little slap in the face and said, ‘Hefe, get 
up. 

.. ‘What’s wanted with me?’ 

‘*¢ *Put on your clothes and we'll show you. 
We want you to go with us,’ 

‘* ‘What do you want with me,’ he asked of 
Mr. Vail, and the latter answered, ‘I guess to

the crowd outside: ‘It’s all right; she recog: 
nized him.’ 
THE CLUB. 

‘*Then we went back to the place where the 
assault was committed and about ten feet 
from there we found Murphy’s club, the one 
with which hehad struck Miss . It was 
about two feet long and had been Chit from an 
apple tree in Mr. Vall’s orchard, where Mur- 
phy had been pruning trees. He had boreda 
hole in one end and puta string through it, 
like the policemen do with their clubs, and it 
was just about as largeas a‘policeman’s night 
club. He struck three blows with it, as that 
many were heard bya man some distance 
away,and Miss Daly’s head showed that she 
had been cut across the forehead with 
a club or heavy  obiunt instrument 
in three places. The brute’s finger 
marks were on her throat and he had rammed 
his fingers into her mouth to prevent her 
from screaming. She was also scratched in 
the face and her dress and peticoat were torn 
entirely from her body. When Magill fired 
at him, he dropped a little bundle he had and 
it proved to be her dress and underskirt. The 
club we found was recognized by Mr. Vall as 
Murphy’s. 

“x aca't think Mr. and Mrs. Vail knew the 
negro was in the house andthey probably 
were sincere in saying that they didn’t think 
he was there, but they oughtn’t to 
keep such a fellow about the 
place. As I _ said before, Murphy 
has beenin the Work-house, and he often 
gets drunk and disgraces himself at Gratiot. 
Only yesterday afternoon I saw him swagger- 
ing along, waving his hat and swearing on. 
Scanlan avenue.’’ 

TERRORIZING THE VILLAGE. 

Mr. George W. McBride of the Shapleigh 
Hardware Co. also gives Murphy a bad name. 
**I have lived there only a few months,’’ he 
said to-day, ‘Sand never saw the darkey until 
yesterday, but I have learned enough about 
him. He has terrorized the neighborhood | 
ever since he came there, and the women 
have always been afraid of him. I don’t 
know what he does for Vail except keep 
his cows and do_=sct=i the house 
chores; but one thing which addedJvery 
much to his unpopularity was driving stray 
cows home and charging $2 or $3 for keeping 
them untilthe owners called forthem. We 
huntedin the woods nearly four hours for 
him last night and if we had caught him we’d 
have strung him up in no time.’’ :

An Assault Committed ona Little Girl by 
a Negro. 

Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Estep iIs- 
sued a warrant this morning charging Charles 
Shelton with criminal assault. The victim of 
the outrage alleged is a 12-year-old colored 
girl named Carrie Doell, living in a tenement 
house in the rear of 1228 Morgan street. Shel- 
ton isalso colored and keeps asmall lunch 
stand at the same number. It 
is charged that about ll o’clock 
last Saturday night he enticed the child into 
an unoccupied room and committed the as- 
sault. The act was witnessed by two colored 
women, who at once informed the police. 
Shelton was arrested by Sergt. King and Off- | 
cer Lawton and placed in the holdover at the 
Third District Station. He refused to talk

HUSBAND AND WIFE RECONCILED. 


August Steppa Prosecutes His Wife’s

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~~ ‘Red Hawk, the brother of the woman whose 
dead body has lain on the plains for many 
days. Indians found the bodies there and 
reported at headquarters that there had 
been another murder, but happily 
4t was ascertained that the woman and her 
children were kilied soon after the battle of 
Wounded Knée, and though murdered, per- 
haps, it was while battle was raging, and not 
deliberately. The ravine is deep and through 
the center flows a little stream called White 
“Horse Creek. Itis one long, snaky sheet of 
ice now, but in milder weather the water fer- 
tilizes the soil and rank reeds grow along the 
brink. Looking down from the cliff above 
the soldiers saw the four bodies stretched out 
onthe bare ground, face downwards. The 
mother was well clad, but the chil- 
dren were  aimost naked, and it 
was a pitiful sight to see 
them there, 50 still, cold and 
dead. Death has its horror always, but it 
geems worse than ever when it is met away 
out here on the lonely prairies, shut off it 
seems by the hills around from the world, 
from sympathy, from everything but itsown 
grimly terrible self. 

Close beside the mother lay the dead chil- 
dren, and the boy, a fine-looking lad, seemed 
to have crawled or been dragged to his 
mother’s side. There may have been a 
strangely pathetic scene there before death 
came. The boy was shot through the head 
and must have died instantly. The mother 
was shot inthe shoulder and the ball ranged 
downwards, forthe murderers stood on the 
hill above and shot down. It may have been 
that the wounded mother dragged the dead 
boy to his sister’s side’ before she lay down 
beside them. 

THE MURDERERS’ TRAIL. 

Red Hawk, with all an Indian’s skill, 
searched the country around for signs of the 
murderers. Capt. Baldwin asked where he 


_ would like to have the grave, and he pointed 


to the summit ofa knoll. While the soldiers 
were digging a grave that would hold ali four, 
Red Hawk hunted about and finally found 
tracks of shod hoofs. Only Government 
horses here are shod and these old tracks 
were significant. He found, too, the shell of 
@ cartridge, such as only the soldiers and 
scouts use. Hewas quick to conclude that 
the women and boy were killed either by sol- 
diers or Cheyenne scouts and to the door of 
the latter he laid the crime, for the Cheyennes 
and Sioux are bitter enemies, and neither 
is so happy as wher hunting and kilil- 
ing the other. Red Hawk’s conclusion 
is probably correct, for the spot is three 
miles from the battle-field, and no small par- 
ties of soldiers have beenthere, The Chey- 
ennes have been all through that country. 

. **l heard of them the day after the battle,’’ 
said Red Hawk, ‘‘and none of them were 
wounded. They ‘went to a house further up, 

-@hd they must have been leaving it when 
they were killed.’’ 

As the bodies were born up the hillside, Red 
Hawk looked at them with tears inhis eyes, 
but he was silent. All four were placed in 
one grave and a white cloth was thrown over 
them. Theearth was thrown in and they 
were left to sleep in one grave. Red Hawk 
thanked Capt. Baldwin for burying them,and 
said, ‘*Itishardfor meto see this. I have 
tried to keep my heart good and I will try to 
now, but this discourages me,’’ and his — 
filled with tears, his voice choked. 

ON WOUNDED KNEE FIELD. 

From White Horse Creek the company re- 
turned to the agency, but several of the 
scouts, some civilians and the indomitable 
photographer rode on to the batfle fleld. 
The first viewone gainsof itriding upthe 
trail is the knoll where the Hotchkiss gun was 
planted, where now a long row of freshly- 
turned earth marks the grave of morethan a 
hundred Indians. Standing near this mona- 
ster gun the whole field is opened to view and 
it is strewn still with dead horses, torn 
,clothing and blankets, the circles of ashes 
where tepees burned. ‘Just below is the ra- 
vine where so many perished and all through 
it the snow is stained with blood. On the 
brink of the ravine I found some beads lying 
near a blood spot. A young squaw fell there 
and the beads were hers. Across scratched 
inthe earth marks the spot where Capt, 
Wallace fell. 

In the ashes of a burnt tepee I folind a let- 
ter which is a rare curio. Everything else 
was burned, andonly this yellow envelope, 
sealed and still unopened, was whole, yet it 
lay in the ashes.

There is a suggestion of an Indian romance 
in this, and though the billet-doux is brusque 
there is an apology in the explanation. Four 
Horn died with the others on that fleld, but 
whether his daughter is alive to meet her 
lover Icannot say. Ifsheis, I will see that 
she receives her lover’s message. 

Another strange document that I found open 

on the field reads thus: 

The bearer, Bro. R. bradford Ross, a Scarlet De- 

oo in good standing of this lodge, holding 
legal card from this lodge dated Dec. 31, 1873, for 
eee of six months, is entitled tothe A. T. P, 

+ for the current year, which please communicate 
to him after due examination, whereupon you will 
retain or destroy this letter. Fraternally yours in F. 
L. and T., JAMES FENLEY, N. G. 

W. F. Casey, Sec. 

In one corner was the seal of Sioux Lodge, 
I, 0. 0. F., Standing Rock, Dak. It seemed 
strange that a man bearing a demit- from 
Sioux Lodge should be engaged in the most 
terrible battle against the Sioux that ever 
was fought. 

LOST THEIR COLORS. 
From the center of the big grove risesa 
staff which has rather an interesting history.

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cut ends abruptly, and just where it ends we 


found a blood-stained sheet and a few rags of 
clothing. Onthe snow was a dark red spot 
that told how that Indian’s end had come, 

I mentioned this to a member of the 
Seventh, and was surprised to hear him say: 
‘‘I saw that fellow shot, He had a good, 
safe place inthe end of that water cut and 
when we were charging up the ravine, he 
sat there picking us off. Lieut. John Gresham 
of our troop, ‘Johnny,’ we call him, was 
riding along the edge of the ravine with his 
revolver at a ‘raise pistol.’’ The 
Indian had fired on us twice 
and, just as we came near 
him he fired again and shot John Costello 
dead. Just then Johnny lowered his revolver 
and fired,and Mr. Indian keeled over. Johnny 
got him just in time, for I had a bead on him, 
and a moment later I’d have had him.’’ 

Spots like this are found over the whole 
field, and pieces of shell, broken wagons and 
remnants everywhere mark out for the sight- 
seers the place where the battle of Wounded 
Knee was fought. 

SPLENDID HORSEMANSHIP. 

A number of the friendlies took out their 
best ponies at the request of some of the offi- 
cers and gave an exhibition of horsemanship 
that probably could not be equaled in the 
world. It was no fancy riding, but every 
movement was adapted to some well defined 
and well understood purpose, There is no 
real discipline in an Indian force; there 
are no ranks, no organizations, no 
units of command, each sub-chief being sur- 
rounded by his own immediate following, but 
in spite of this lack of cohesion, which would 
be fatal to a white force, the entire body can 
maneuver with perfect obedience to the 
wishes of the war chief. Afterthe feats of 
horsemanship were over the Indians gave an 
example of the manner in which they could 
act in concert. One of their favorite 
methods of attack when they are 
in front of an inferior force is 
to ride rapidly round it, and pour a perfect 
hall of bullets from under the horse’s neck. 

SCIENTIFIC FIGHTERS. 

The Indian is before all things a sciehtific 
gghter, and always seeks cover where it can 
be obtained by any means whatever. Inan 
opencounty his pony acts as hisshield. A 
loop of rawhide is fastened to his horse’s neck 
and the pommel of the saddle. Into this the 
Indian willdrop his elbow, and holding the 
cantle with the foot will ride around an 
enemy and fire under his horse’s neck, 
nearly the whole body being protected 
by that of the pony. The use of the loop 
allows both handsto be free to handle the 
Winchester. Itis a matter of pride for an 
Indian never to leave a dead or wounded 
comrade in an enemy’s hands, and when a 
body is to be rescued he throws aside his 
love of cover, and exposes himself with 
splendid recklessness: To pick up a heavy 
man fromthe ground and throw him upona 
horse going at fullspeedis no easy task, but 
during the drill this was done time and again 
with perfect ease. 

_ CARRYING OFF THE DEAD. 

Two Indians are required. They turn their 
horses toward the body and rush forward at 
headiong speed, preserving their alignment 
perfectly. When they reach their prostrate 
comrade both stoop at the same instant, 
seize an arm ora leg, and by a single motion 
swing the body in frontof oneof the war- 
riors. They never check their horses for an 
instant, and never fail to swing the body 
lightly and easily from the ground to 
the horse’s withers. In this drill the 
warriors took turns in picking up 
and being picked up. When drilling 
as wounded, the prostrate man assisted 
his rescuers by raising arms and legs. When 
drilling as dead, not only was no help 
afforded, but positions were assumed which 
would seem to render it impossible fora man 
to be picked up bya rapidly moving horse- 
man. 

It apparently made no difference, however. 
as the wild riders would pick up their com, 
rade fromany position and carry him off, 
their fleet ponies never slackening their 
pace. A more magnificent exhibition of horse- 
manship it would be difficult to imagine. 

The Indians carry no drums or trumpets to 
war, but ‘they seem to be able to communi- 
cate with each separate bodyf men and to 
transmit orders with perfect ease and accu- 
racy. 

AN INDIAN ATTACK, 

An example was given of the way in which 
a battle was fought which might furnish some 
valuable hints to civilized soldiers. The 
scouting system is perfect. A scout will ap- 
pearon adistant hill, and byafew move- 
ments willconvey allthe information in his 
possession to the chief. If he pulls his 
horse up, remains motionless for two or 
three seconds, and then proceeds at a walk, 
it means that there is no danger. If he dashes 
up and rides rapidly in a circle, it means that 
enemies are in sight. A few waves of the arm 
will gige notice of their number and location. 
Each band before going on a raid arranges a 
code of private signals, which are unintelli- 
gible to those not initiated. The scouts can 
thus impart information to their friends, and 
the signals cannot be understood 
by the. enemy. In the tacti- 
cal maneuvers the chief pointed 
out the position supposed to be held by the 
enemy, and then formed his line of battle. 
This line consisted of masses of men, more or 
less detached from each other, each under 
the command ofa sub-chief. 

THE SIGNAL SYSTEM, 

To produce a moral effect the better mounted 
warriors went tearing over the ground, 
circling at full speed in front, flank and rear 
of this line, making a great show of force, 
and appearing to be five times as numerous 
as they really were. At a given signal 
the whole line charged on the hostile 
force. At another signal it disintegrated, 
and scattered like leaves in a storm. An- 
other word, a portion whegled and dashed 
ona fiank,to gather again at another sig- 
nal. The plain wasalive with flying warriors— 
now in roupy now single, at one moment 
lying flat on their horses’ necks to escape the 
bullets, at the next massing and charging 
with flerce yells. Allthrough these compli- 
cated evolutions the horsemen were under 
the absolute control of theirchief. The sig- 
nal code is most religiously kept secret, and 
no white man hasever been able to obtain 
the key. This signal system is proteced 
by the most sacred medium, and the oath ad- 
ministered is never broken. Each chief has 
a small mirror suspended about his neck, 
and when the sun is shining can direct“ his 
warriors over miles of coun by flashes 
thrown from it. DENT H. ROBERT,

DR. LUTZ SAYS IT WAS INSPIRED BY 
THE GREEN-EYED MONSTER. 


Prominent Physicians Give Their Opinion 
on the Question of Ethics Raised in the 
Medical Society Saturday Night—Pros- 
pect of a Lively Time atthe Next Meet- 
ing of the Society. 


The medical fraternity is stirred up over 
the resolution introduced by Dr. G. W. 
Broome at the Saturday night meeting of the 
Medical Society, when he asked that a mem- 
ber of the society be censured by, that body 
for an alleged violation of the coOUe of ethics. 
It has given the fraternity food for gossip 
and comment and comes as a momentary re- 
lief to the thought and study being given the 
Koch lymph and bacilli, which are the indl- 
rect cause of the trouble. Dr. 
Broome in a lengthy preamble and 
a resolution called the attention of 
the society to the fact thata member of the 
organization had-gotten his name into print 
and he inferred fromjthefJmannerin whichit 
did get into print that the offending member 
was making ‘‘an ecstatic scramble after 
noto riety or the almighty dollar.’’ , He asked 
the society to adopt the resolution 
though he did not mention 
the name ofthe member referred toin his 
resolution and left so vague an impression in 
some of the membegs’ minds that they did not 
atthe moment know who wasmeant. The 
majority, however, did know that Dr. Bry 
son was meant as he was the first physician 
to receive a portion of the Koch lymph in this 
city and the first to experiment with it. 

A QUESTION ON ETHICS. 

The results of that experiment were related 
in the PosT-DISPATCH, and the facts were 
secured from Dr. Bryson, mostly through 
questioning and on condition that the name 
of the patient be withheld and that the case 
be treated with as little attention as possi- 
bie. Whether Dr. Bryson had permitted 
an interview or not on the = subject 
of his experiment the facts in the case would 
have been printed as they were known before 
he was seen. Dr. Broome considered the 
publicity given tothe experiment a violation 
of the rules and took it upon himself 
to bring about a censure. The severest 
censure a member of the medical 
society can receive is for a 
violation 9f the code of ethics, andthe mem- 
bers, with the exception of two or three, re- 
fused to take immediate action on the reso- 
lution as Dr. Broome wanted them to do be- 
fore Dr. Bryson had heard of the charges or 
could possibly reply tothem and defend him- 
self.¢The resolution was sent to the Committee 
on Ethics on the ground that it was not 
properly put, as all charges should be re- 
duced to writing, presented to the president, 
referred to the Committee on Ethics, and 
there the name ofthe offender is given and 
an investigation is made. The public attack 
on a physician of the standing and 
eminence of Dr. Bryson, and the 
request for sudden and severe censure on him 
by inuendos and without making known the 
individual except by inference, heated the 
blood of not a few members and caused them 
to rise up and declare the proceedings out of 
place and order. 

PHYSICIANS DISCUSS IT. 

With a view of securing the opinions of sev- 
eral leading physicians, who are members of 
the society, on the action of Dr. Broome and 
the unpleasant position Dr. Bryson is placed 
in by inferred charges against him,a reporter 
called on Dr, Frank J. ‘Lutz, surgeon of the 
Alexian Brothers’ Hospital and an ex-presi- 
dent of the Medical Society. He was asked 
if he thought Dr. Bryson had violated the 
code of ethics in giving tothe press the par- 
ticulars of an experiment with Koch’s lymph 
after the press had already become possessor 
of the fact that the experiment had been 
made. 

‘*‘This Koch remedy is a most peculiar 
thing. Itis so different from other remedies 
and cures,’’ replied Dr. Lutz. ‘‘The press of 
the world had possession of it considerably 
in. advance of the medical journals and 
was. even ahead of the medical 
world in diffusing a knowledge 
of the merits of the medicine. The lay press, 
ifsuch I may callit, did not wait as it some- 
times does fora decease or cure to be dis- 
cussed in the medical journals before it took 
it up, but*°on the contrary in this case of 
Koch’s lymph it was the informant 
for the world. The press was the 
first to discover the presence of Koch’s 
lymph in many ofthe large cities before the 
fraternity was aware of it, and it has come to 
be so considered that the publicis entitled to 
the results anda full knowledge of all tests. 
With this idea in my mind I hold that a man 
who has something and uses it, has an ad- 
vantage of a man who deals in glittering 
generalities and has nothing.’’ 

‘* Are you in favor of that resolution offered 
Saturday night being adopted by the 
society?’’ 

‘*‘Tam down ona man, I mean a physician 
or doctor, who will rush into print 
and have their names put into 
the papers. But here is a 
man who had something to impart, some- 
thing which he added to the enlightenment of 
the world on amost absorbing subject and 
study. He had something positive tocom- 
municate and did not deal in glittering gen- 
eralities. Everyone is against a resolution 
such as Dr. Broome’s. It mentions no names, 
No one is charged with anything in particu- 
lar. It merely says a member ofthe society 
and leaves the other members to imagine 
who is meant.’’ 

‘*Can the Committee on Ethics take notice 
ofa charge made in this way?’’ 

‘‘The committee will certainly not throw 
outa drag net and exhaust itself running 
about trying to find out who isthe member 
referred to.’’ 

‘*Can the party making the accusation go 
before the committee and give the name after 


| failing tocomply with the rules regarding 


the manner in which charges shall be filed?’’ 
‘*Ithink hecan. The proper way to have 
made the charges was to have them pre- 
sented in writing to the Pres!i- 
demt, br ogee mentioning names or 
reading the charge in public, and after 
the committee has the case in its hands give 
the name of the offending member. From 
the peculiar way in which this matter was 
pees la of the society I feel as- 
that the wae eyed monster } 


of the ethics, but not haying one here, I will 
say from what I know ofthe code that there 
has been no Violation of the rules and that 
this disturbance has bea@ raised through the 
spirit of the green-eyed monster, as I said 
before. Ithink you wi learn as much on 
questioning other, and fM fact nearly all the 
members of the MedicalSociety.’’ 
DR. OUTT TALKS, 

Dr. W. B. Outten, ancdher member of the 
society, was seen and aged what he thought 
of the resolution offered Saturday night, to 
censure a member for eglightening the public 
ona deeply interesting medical discovery, 
and the result of experiments with it. 

‘*Well, really,’’ “said Dr. Outten, ‘‘the 
proper place to discus the matter is at the 
meetings of the society, Any outside talk is 
calculated to only engender animosities and 
create unpleasantness, Dr, Bryson is a phy- 
sician of great reputation, of high stand- 
ing in the medical world and in the 
community. Thé satiety will do him 
justice. He is familiar with the ethics 
of the society and Iam sure he would not, as 
a member of the society, ignore rules he has 
lived upto and respected for so long a pe- 
riod.’’ 

‘‘Isit mot a fact, doctor, that the Koch 
lymphis a peculiar case in medical discov- 
eries, and that the public are almost up with 
the medical world inthe knowledge of the 
medicine.’’ 

‘*Yes that is true. The public press has done 
a great deal of good inithe medical world and 
tothe public. Its enterprise in this matter 
must be commended. It did more than any 
other agent to bring out and digest the 
Brown-Sequard elixirand to report its fail- 
ures. In the matter of the Koch lymph it has 
kept abreast if not ahead of the medical 
world in reporting the results of experiments 
and in interviewing the leading physicians of 
Europe and this country on the discovery.’’ 

‘*That being the case, do you consider it 
advertising or an ecstatic scramble after 
dollars to make known the result of an ex- 
periment with Koch’s lymph?’’ 

‘‘The line between those who do advertise 
and who do not advertise has grown so in- 
finitesimally small of late that it isthard to de- 
termine where it begins or ends, butit is gen- 
erally thought that the man who dodges the 
code is allright. There may be some diversi- 
fled opinions in this case, but Iam inclined to 
believe that you will find a unanimity of ex- 
pression in favor of Dr. Bryson.’’ 

DR. BAUDUY EXPRESSES HIMSELE,. 

Dr. W. Keating Bauduy, a member of the 
Medical Society, and son of Dr. A. K. Bau- 
duy, ex-President of that body, though 
absent from the meeting last Saturday night, 
was aware of the proceedings, and had made 
up his mind as tothe position he would take 
on Dr. Broomes’ startling resolution. 

‘*We will be on hand pext Saturday even- 
ing,’’ said the doctor, *‘I cannot understand 
how under any construction of parliament- 
ary law any attention ¢ould be paid tothe 
resolution or how it could be sent to the Com- 
mittee on Ethics. It is not. the 
proper way to proceed in cen- 
suring a member and is more 
like a damaging anonymous letter addressed 
to the society to do harm. Censure Dr. Bry- 
son for giving tothe public a bit of informa- 
tion it was entitled te? Why, it is absurd. 
The reporter who called onthe doctor for 
the result of hs experiment with 
Koch’s lymph had a right to ask 
all the particulars as far as the facts went 
but, of course, notasfar as the physician’s 
theories or other persons surmises, Dr. Bry- 
son, on the other hand, would have done 
wrong had he refused to give the details, 

‘‘The Koch lymph, as a medical dis- 
covery, stands peculiarly. It has 
become a public property, a matter 
of the most vital interest to all humanity, a 
discovery the world at large is eager and 
yearning to hear more about and which by all 
rights it should become perfectly familiar 
with. Dr. Bryson is an authority on ethics 
and would not consciously violate the slight- 
estrule. If Dr. Bryson is to be censured 
what is to be done to Dr. Starkloff, 
Dr. Outten, Dr. Bond and others, who, recog- 
nizing the rightthe public had to a Knowl- 
edge of what was being done with the new 
discovery, gave it freely without stint. 
There are three men as eminent in 
their profession andas true to the code of 
ethics as Dr. Bryson, and what is to be done 
with them if Dr. Bryson is censured. There 
issome personality in that resolution, and 
you may look forward to the next meeting for 
an explanation of it.’’ 


THE CLOSURE DEBATE. 


Several Republican Senators Vote With 
the Democrats—The Silver Pool. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 26.—The Senate 
met at noon in continuation of the legislative 
day of Thursday last, the pending question 
being the resolution toamend the rules by pro- 
viding a method ofclosing debate. Mr. Morgan 
resumed the floor and continued his argument 
begun on Saturday, in opposition to the pro- 
posed rule and to the elections bill, both of 
which measures he claimed (on the authority 
of the New York Times) to be for the advance- 
ment of Mr. Harrison’s project for election. 
At 10:20 Mr. Morgan yielded for a motion by 
Mr. Wolcott to proceed to the consideration 
of the apportionment bill. Mr. Dolph moved 
to lay that motion on the table 
and the motion was rejected amid 
much applause. Yeas, Bd; nays. 
35. (Senators Cameron, Jones of Nevada, 
Stewart, Teller, Washburn and Wolcott 
voted no with the Democrats, and Mr, 
Ingalls was paired with Mr. Sanders.) 

The vote was then taken on Mr. Wolcott’s 
motion to take up the apportionment bill, 
and it was carried, Yeas, 3; nays, 34.

STILL ANOTHER BILL PROVIDES FOR THE 
PENSIONING OF DISABLED OFFICERS, 


Senator Miller’s Bill to Repeal the Statute 
Regarding Wille—The St. Louis Me- 
chanics’ Exchange and the Lien Law— 
Parker’s Cigarette Law-—Notes From 
the Capital. 


JEFFERSON CiTry, Mo., Jan. 26.—Senator Es- 
penchied introduced a bill this afternoon to 
compelthe Boards of Police Commissioners 
in cities of the first class to give two 
recreation days in each calendar month 
to members of the force. He also presented 
the bill to pension policemen who become 
disabled in the service, and also to pension 
the families of those killed while on 
duty. The bill applies only to 8st. Louis, 
and also introduces a civil service rule to 
regulate promotions. 

Senator Miller introduced a rather remark: 
able bill this afternoon. It provides forthe 
repeal ofthe entire section ofthe Revised 
Statutes onthe subject of wills. He said he 
might be accused of trying to overthrow the 
wisdom of age in presenting such a measure, 
but he was nevertheless sincere. He said 
the section on the subject of wilis had led to 
more litigation than all other acts combined. 

THE HOUSE. 

In the House this afternoon a resolution 
presented by Representative Harlan indors- 
ing the Conger lard bill was adopted bya 
large majority. 

THE MECHANICS’ LIEN BILL. 

A delegation is expected at any time from 
the St. Louis Mechanics’ Exchange to protest 
against the passage of the Stone mechanics’ 
lien bill. Advices from St. Louis builders 
go to show that there is almost 
a unanimous opposition to the measure 
and further than this, the building interests 
propose to makea determined fight against 
it. Prominent officials of the Exchange have 
gone on record, in letters written to this 
city, that “they would prefer to see 
the law repealed entirely than amended 
in the shape Senator stone proposes. 
It is hardly expected that the bill will be re- 
ported before the builders get the hearing 
they desire. 

PARKER’S CIGARETTE BILL. 

The Parker cigarette bill has been favor- 
ably reported and is now on the House 
calendar, ready to be taken up in its 
turn. This bill makes it a misdemeanor for 
any person to sella minor under the age of 
17 years cigarettes or tobacco in any other 
form. The billisaimed particularly at the 
cigarette and it may be that it will be 
amended to hit it exclusive- 
ly. The chances of the bill 
are considered first - class, but it 
is difficult to predict how it willcome out in 
the Senate. 

SECRETARY FANNING’S NEWSPAPER VENTURE. 

M. A. Fanning, the Governor’s private sec- 
retary, will leave here in a week or two to 
embark in his weekly newspaper enterprise 
in St. Louis. The Governor hasas yet taken 
no steps to secure a new, secretary, and 
his intimate friends say that he 
may conclude not to employ one. 
The State appropriates only $2,000 per annum 
for the Governor’s Secretary and makes no 
other provision for clericalhire. The Gov- 
ernor now has atype writer and messenger 
and he will very probably worry along with 
this force.There was a report abroad that the 
Governor would give the place to W. 
C. Hall, brother of U. S&S. Hall, the 
Farmers’ Alliance chieftain, for political ef- 
fect, but this is denied. W.C. Hall now has 
a lucrative berth in Labor Commissioner Mer- 
iwether’s office. Only recently he refused a 
good position in the Grain Inspection De- 
partment. The administration seems bent 
on offering good political plums to the leaders 
of the State agricultural organization. This 
is indeed a good season for the farmers so far 
as political offices are concerned. 


MRS. HETTIE GREEN LOSES. 


Judge Horton Dismisses Her Suit to Re- 
deem Sec. 24. 


CuicaGo, lll., Jan. 26.—Judge Horton this 
missed the bill of Mrs. Hettie R. Green and 
her son, Edward H., against George M. 
Bogue, R. Suidam Grant, the New York Life 
Insurance Co., the Grant Land Association 
and David B. Lyman and Edward T. Jeffrey, 
which was a second attempt to fre- 
deem sec. 21 in the town of Cicero, 
bought by the Grant Locomotive-works of 
Paterson, N. J., at mortgage sale. In this 
suit Mrs. Green claimed aright to redeem on 
tendering $602,000 to Mr. Bogue as receiver. 
Defendants’ attorney filled a plea setting up 
that the matter was fully decided by the 8u- 
preme Court and that Judge Horton has no 
authority totry the question again.

EAST ST. LOUIS AND BELLEVILLE. \ 


Decision in Special Assessment Cases— 
East Side News. 


City Counselor Cockrell of East St.Louis has 
received a copy of the decision ofthe Supreme 
bench on the Broadway special assessment 
cases. . Judge McGruder of Chicago hands 
down the decision. It puts quite a different 
phase on the matter compared 
with the ruling of the bench 
as understood when the decision was 
first announced. At first it was understood 
that the cases had been remanded because 
the assessment, was generally dispropor- 
tionate, but the Wity Counselor, after read- 
ing the decision, finds the rulingto be quite 
different. He understands that the assess- 
ments are generally sustained, the only ex- 
ceptions being in the cases of the persons own- 
ing property between Third street and the 
railroad tracks along the line of the eastern 
viaduct approach. It appears that the origi- 
nal assessment ordinance specified that the 
reconstructed street should be of uniform 
grade from the railway tracks to the Belle- 
ville turnpike, where the improvement ends. 
Afterward the viaduct ordinance was passed 
and provision made for an abuttment 
or approach, beginning at Third street and 
running tothe eastern end of the structure. 
This necessitated the raising of the street at 
that point to a grade somewhat higher than 
at first contemplated, and the buildings ad- 
jacent.are now farther below the pavement 
by several feet than they would have been 
had the original specifications of the 
ordinance been carried out. As the 
City Counselor understands the decision the 
assessment on the property alongside the via- 
duct approach is excessive, for the reason 
that the pavement is not tothe same extent 
beneficial at that point as elsewhere, it being 
so much higher and possibly inconvenient. 
Therefore, the cases are remanded tothe 
County Court for a readjustment of the as- 
sessment. City Auditor Kirk’s opinion of the 
decision is the same as that held by Mr, Cock- 
rell. ! 

In the City Court to-day Jacob Mozer was 
awarded a judgment by consent for $25 and 
John Mozer a judgment for $15 against Henry 
Geppert and others.

THE STRIKE OF THE MONONGAHELA VAL- 
LEY COAL MINERS. 


No Hope of a Settlement by Arbitration— 
The Men Insist Upon the Half-Cent 
Advance—Trouble at the Chicago Stock 
Yards. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Jan. 26.—Reports from 
many ofthe upriver mining towns indicate 
that there is now very little hope of arbitrat- 
ing the strike which has thrown 7,000 men out 
of employment and Is paralyzing trade in the 
Monongahela Valley. The leaders among 
the miners assert positively that the only 
basis upon which they will settle isthe pay- 
ment ofthe % cent advance. The operators 
from the beginning plainly said they could 
not pay the price demanded. As far as could 
be definitely learned the miners are strength- 
ening rather than weakening in the struggle 
and a settlement seems afar off. The pools 
are filling up with empty craft, and this, per- 
haps,as much as anything else, gives the 
miners. the impression that *coal is badly 
needed and makes them indifferent to the 
idea of compromising. As yet there has been 
no suffering among the miners, though a 
great many, itis said, areonthe verge of it. 
Ifthe miners go to work now at the old 
prices comparatively steady work would be 
assured. 


Chicago Sheep Butchers. 

eCHICAGO, Ill., Jan. 26.—Sheep butchers em- 
ployed by Armour, Nelson Morris and Swift, 
held a meeting atthe stock yards last night 
to discuss the question of asking an increase 
of wages. It was decided by those present to 
call a meeting for to-night, at which time the 
houses mentioned will be asked to grant an 
increase in’ wages.» If this demand is not 
granted a strike will surely follow. 

According to fbest authority there is serious 
trouble brewing atthe Union Stock Yards, 
and a strikeis imminent. First of all the 
wool-cleaners at Swift’s are dissatisfied, be- 
cause they have been asked to work one more 
hour on Sunday without an advance in wages. 
Wool-cleaners work ten hours on week days 
and nine hours on Sundays. They have been 
asked to work ten hours on Sunday. This they 
refuse to do.

On the 
contrary he had frequently reproved Faulk 
for his ill treatment of his wife. Faulk isa 
raving maniac and close watch is kept over 
him to prevent his doing himself bodily harm. 
He claims that he was sent on earth to kill the 
devil.

The Honorable James G, Bldine, Secretary of State 

Washington, D. Ge: 

Str—I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of 
your delayed dispatch, 206, of the 18th of last month, 
and to report thatI have thi} dav turned over the 
legation to Mr. Kimberlf, Cliarge d’Affaires. I am 
also in receipt ofa copy of the President’s annual 
message delivered to the present session of Congress, 
in which my official services in the recent estab- 
lishment of peace between these repub- 
ics are approved. I amiat a loss to know 
how my conduct .of a mere incident of 
war, the attempted arrest ofasiugle person, should 
meet wi the President's disapproval, when it is 

beré@ that the incident occurred on the 27th 
of August, the very day when the first condition of 
the basis of peace, to-wit, the retiring of the armies 
from the frontiers in forty-eight hours, was about to 
be carried out, under my direction, as dean of the 
diplomatic corps, necessitating my constant presence 
at the, legation to compose any = difficul- 
ties that might arise, and as a mat- 
ter of fact several comphints were presented 
to me in writing by these Governments, charging 
bad faith, which were arranged to the satisfaction of 
all. On the : 25th of August} two hostile armies, es- 
imateé at 10,000 on each side, after several! severe 
battles confronted each other on the frontier, await- 
ing the efforts of the diplomatic corps to effect the 
basis of peace which, as stated by the President, was 
consummated through the efforts of the representa- 
tive of thé United States, Mr. Mizner, on the next 
day, so that on the 27th of August the all-absorbing 
question owas peace to over two million 
people, and the arrest of a_ citizen of 
Guatemala, on one of the merchant ships. either in 
time of war or in peace, was an inconsiderable matter 
compared with the vast interests involved; as no one 
could possibly foresee that the person to be arrested 
would resist, nor could it be supposed that the per- 
son wasarmed and would first fire wpon his bene- 
factor, the Captain of the ship, or that any fatality 
whatever would occur. 

A resolution of the lower House of Congress hav- 
ing been passed in October ealling for the papers in 
the case, it is to be regretted that action was taken 
in the matter beforea committee had an opportunity 
to report, as lam absolutely certain thata full inves- 
tigation of the case before that commixtee, including 
my presence before it, if necessary, would have ex- 
plained everything to its entire satisfaction. It will be 
a consolation to me, compensating forthe President’s 
disapproval of the attempted arrest of a single per- 
son on one of our merchant vessels in the local 
waters, whether in war or in peace, that I was largely 
instrumental in retiring two hostile armiesto their 
quiet homes, thus saving thousands of human lives, 
averting untold disaster and restoring harmony and 
good will to neighboring States. 

A PRECEDENT. 

Mr. Mizner cites Secretary Bayard’s action 
in the Gomez affair and sayshe (Mizner) was 
ruled by that in the Barrundia affair. ‘‘Bar- 
rundia was a citigen and political offender 
against the laws of Guatemala, besides 
being indicted for common Ctrimes. He came 
voluntarily to the jurisdiction of Guat®mala 
onthe merchant steamer Acaculpco. The 
authorities sought to arrest him, the Captain 
of the ship asked metotiastruct him and I 
advised him as foliows: 

‘**If your ship is within one league of the 
territory of Guatemala and you Rave on 
board Gen. J. M. Barrundia, it becomes your 
duty, under the law of the nations, to deliver 
him to the authorities of Guatemala upon 
their demand.’ ”’ 

If there is any difference between the two cases it 
isin favor of Guatemala to have made the arrest on 
grounds of his being botha political anda common 
crimes offender and sustains me in giving advice 
when it was earnestly sought by the master 
of the Acapulco, while in the Gomez case, 
the Captain of the Honduras was 
silent. Details in both the Gomez and Barrundia 
cases were to have been left to the respective cap- 
tains and local consuls and it would be impossible 
for a minister hundreds of miles away to give his 
personal attention to such arrests. In the Presi- 
dent’s first annual message to Congress it was said. 
that ‘*diplomacy should be frank and free from in- 
trigue,’’ thereby implying it had not been go in 
the past. If, as must be conceded, Guatemala 
had the undoubted right to arrest Barrundia 
would it have been ‘‘frank’’ to have thrown any ob- 
stacles in the way ofthe exercise of thatright? On 
the contrary would it not have been ‘‘intrigue’’ to 
have abetted the Captain of the Acapulco in evading 
elementary international law, as we éxercise the 
right to arrest all kinds of offenders on foreign mer- 
chant ships in our ports? 

On July 4 last Capt, Pitts permitted the authori- 
ties of Salvador to arrest Senor Delgado, 
the Minister of Foreign Relations of that 
Republic, and take him against 
his will from the steamer Acapulco. 
As per his affidavit sent you, it would seem that the 
same privilege should have been extended to 
Guatemala, The entire diplomatic corps in Central 
America, excepting the representative from Mexice, 
have in writing indorsed my course in the Barrundia 
case. Believing that under the circumstances I 
acted in strict accordance with the laws of nations 
and being absolutely certain ofthe rectitude of my 
own intentions, I submit my action and unprece- 
dented treatment tothe cousidération of my ¢oun- 
trymen. 

Trusting that this communication may have the 
game publicity and place in the pérmanen®@ diplo- 
matic records of the nation as that accorded to your

Burlesque, Opera and Irish Farce Ex- 
ploited—Clara Morris To-Night. 

There was a soNd houseful of men in the 
Grand last evening when the curtain went up 
on the opening performance of ‘‘Faust Up to 
Date’’ by the alleged London Galety Bur- 
lesque Co. 

It cannot be said that the audience thor- 
Oughly enjoyed the performance. It was 
not that sort ofa piece. There was some 
disposition to refer toit playfully as ‘*Faust 
Out of Date,’’ ‘‘Out of Sight,’’ and otherwise 
flippantly, to indicate thatthe production 
was not ‘‘init.’’ The author certainly can- 
not be accused of extravagance inthe ex- 
penditure of wit and humor on the burlesque.

Thecompany is 
not the original organization, although 
there is perhaps little loss in that from all ac- 
counts. No better mock innocent Marguerite 
could be found than Kate Castleton, whose 
capabilities for the suggestion of demure 
wickedness.are unequaled.

Bishop Tuttle Delivers an Interesting Ad- 
dress on Missions—Work in the Coun- 
try and City Com pared—Officers Elected 
for the Ensuing Year. 


The Evangelical Alliance Conference this 
morning held a quiet meeting at the Methodist 
Book Concern at Fifteenth and Lucas place. 
Rev. Dr. Ford was in the chair. The 
annual election of officers resulted as fol- 
lows: President, Rev. O. A. Bartholo- 
mew, First Christian Church; Vice-Presi- 
dent, Dr. Masden of the Union M. E. Church; 
W.W. Hopkins being elected Secretary and 
Treasurer. Drs. Brank, Matthews and Ter- 
rell were appointed a committee to name the 
Board of Counselors, which will be done at 
the next monthly meeting. 

Dr, Matthews, as chairman of the commit- 
tee in relation to the Sunday law enforce- 
ment, said that he was not ready to report, 
as correspondence with workers in the same 
line in other cities had not yet been con- 
cluded. The committee was granted another 
month’s time. 

BISHOP TUTTLE. 

The principal event of the day was the aq- 
dress by Rt. Rev. Bishop Tuttle, eastern 
diocese of the Episcopal Church of the State 
of Missouri. Bishop Tuttleis 54 years of age 
to-day, but his address was fullof life and 
vim, deep thoughts and plans for concen- 
trated action. His’ remarks were very 
liberal in their tenor, and he paid high 
tribute to other religious organizations. 
The Bishop in opening his remarks said that 
he thoroughly appreciated the honor that 
had been conferred upon him in sending him 
an invitation to address the conference. His 
remarks werevery interesting, and he said 
that he could not reada paper, but would 
make a few remarks. 

‘*T look upon everyone working in the 
Christian vineyard as brothers, no matter of 
what denomination. Every man is 
my brother who is baptized in 
Christ, and I look upon the 
Catholic workers as brethren in working for 
the glory of God. There is no distinction be- 
tween the denominations. They are all work- 
ing to the same end and for the glory ofthe 
same God.’’ 

This sentiment was received without a 
move on the partof the audience. Afteran 
introduction interspersed with beautiful sent- 
iment, and compliments to the pastors of 
every denomination inthe city, he announced 
his subject, ‘‘The Activities of the City 
Missions of the Churchest’’ The workers 
must introduce themselves by the Holy 
Ghost and love of Christ. Let the foreign 
missionary work be looked after first and 
then let the home work come in for consider- 
ation. He didn’t believe that his church was 
doing what it should in relation to foreign 
mission work. Experience: has shown that 
men who give largely to foreign missions are 
those that give most to home missions. This 
is a Judas excuse, when he did not want to 
spend the 300 pence for bread. Is not Chris- 
tilanity designed to save thecountry? Demo- 
cratic governments are doomed unless they 
depend upon thesaving influence of Christ. 
Greece was intellectual, and Americans come 
no way nearthem. Rome was powerful, and 
America has not reached their once high 
standard by any sense. This country is grow- 
ing great, but the work of God must be done 
or the Government is doomed. . 

WESTERN WORK. 

The speaker advised that work be done in 
the western country, which portion was fast 
assuming the reins of the Government. The 
miners in the West regard preachers as bad 
luck, and can you- expect them under the 
circumstances to give of their substance for 
ministers to preach to them? Therefore 
evangelists must be sent there, and they 
will from force of innate good- 
ness listen to him. Coming down to the city, 
the speaker said that he could hardly set 
himself upto give advice tothe local work- 
ers, who were thoroughly acquainted with 
the situation. Let family prayers be ob- 
served. Family prayer is the one thing that 
can surely save thecountry. But beware ofa 
union of church and state. Such a move is 
dangerous to the welfare of a people 
who are at present happy. Let the church 
do its work and likewise the state. Let the 
people not drift toward spiritualism, of 
which signs at times are shown. The ma- 
chinery of mission work should be well put 
together, and the best men should be sent to 
the country work. But ft is impossible to get 
them unless the cities, which do not need 
them so much as the country, will give up 
the best men. Thecity churchcan get along 
very well without a brilliant pastor, because 
there are members who can assist. Firstly, 
the man not asa missionary must be ear- 
nest, and do work with all his will. Second- 
ly, the man must have common sense to do 
successful missionary work. Show sympathy 
with the rich, for they have more tempta- 
tions than the poor. Do not preach for 
their delectation, but show that you can sym- 
pathize with them. Thirdly, he must be a fair 
preacher, versed in the modern languages 
and otherwise educated. Fourthly, he must 
be fairly patient and persevering. Without 
these qualifications his work cahnot be suc- 
cessful in every sense of the word. 

A vote of thanks was extended to the 
Bishop for his excellent address, and the 
conference closed with prayer.

They Object to Pending Legislation—What 
The small money lenders of St. Louls are 
much stirred up over the proposed legislation 
against their business. Mr. Espenschied has 
introduced a bill which repeals the clause 
making it a felony to sell mortgaged furni- 
‘ture. This, the time payment men allege, is 
solely for the benefit of dealers who will not 
sell on payments, and therefore detrimental 
to the interests of the poor, who are the 
ones who are compelled to pay in that way. 
Mr. J. B. Brolaski, who would be affected by 
adverse legislation against. the money 
brokers, says that the lenders want regula- 
tion, and that the more exact it may be the 
better will be its operations. 

‘*Let them pass a law,’’ said he, ‘‘that will 
allow us to charge a certain percentona 
loan of $50 or less, a certain per cent on $100, 
and so on, until large amounts are reached. 
The bills introduced at former sessions 
pose that a borrower of small sums shall not 
pay oversori0 per cent per annum, while 
the fact is well known that nobody will lend 
it at these figures. If money is wanted and 
the borrower is wiliingto pay more in 

it he its made a lw 
on his 
belongings, they have little value; he is 
forced to get the money as hecan, and may 
become a criminal, Persons outside of the 
larger cities can form no conception of the 
necessity for small loans to the poor and mid- 
dle classes occasioned by death in the-family, 
sickness, loss of situation, the demands of a 
landlord, and the refusal of the butcher and 
grocer to grant further credit es a tre Pa the 
poor man of shelter and food for himself and 
family. At such a time ae ane relief must 
be of greater value than succor 
in the future. Now, it is mniguninte to 
borrow money in small amounts at the rates 
that are paid forlarge ones. People do not 
borrow unless impelled by pressing want. 
That such want exists in St. Louis is unanswer- 
ably shown by the personalty books in the 
Recorder’s office. Inthe ten or twelve years 
since the advent of small loans and time pay- 
ments 120 large record books of 560 pages 
each, making 67,200 pages, 1i% by 17% inches, 
of closely written matter that have been re- 
corded. Shelter and food should not be 
placed beyond the reach of the poor, and the 
few cases of oppression are more than over- 
balanced by the benefits to the many. 
The public never 
efits—only the oppressions. 
no longer a medium of 
and is as much of a commodity as any other 
icle of necessity. It Is bought and sold 
d hired in all the markets of the world, and 
any law that says that itis not a commodity 
states an untruth. Any law that places either 
the small borrower or lender at a disadvan- 
tage lacks harmonious features which are 
absolutely necessary to its success. The 
money brokers of 8t. Louis have always been 
willing and now stand ready to assist the St. 
Louls Bar Association in an endeavor to 
frame a law acceptable to the borrower and 
lender and for the benefit of the borrower. I 
therefore would suggest, and I believe that 
nearly all lenders will concur, that the House 
and Senate pass a resoluion asking the St. 
Louis Bar Association to assist the brokers of 
St. Louis in framing an equitable law in rela- 
tion to this matter. Or, if they desire, to 
appoint a committee from their own members 
to assist us in preparing the bill. The brokers 
stand ready to give every assistance within 
their power.’’

ONE OF THE MOST REMARKABLE COURT- 
ROOM SCENES EVER WITNESSED. 


Gov. Ohas. P. Johnson Returns From

maiden, rampant, knocking the smithereens 
out of a bottle of whisky, couchant. He 
would have had a right to do all this, because 
he had just secured the unconditional 
acquittal of that brave band 
of Lathrop ladies. who wrecked the famous 
Acoff-Ward dive in Lathrop last February, 
and who have been in hot water ever since 
on account of their. bold and picturesque 
deed,

the great delight of the ungodly and bibulous 
public, and how, towards its close, the pros- 
pect grew so threatening for the crusaders 
that only a Knight of the Holy Grail could 
rescue them from the latter-day dragon, 
known as the saloon influence. The scene of 
the rescue was laidin Plattsburg, to which 
place the case had gone ona change of venue, 
and it took just four days of a legal tourna- 
ment to disarmand rout the enemy,the trial 
closing last Friday. 

CHARGED WITH MALICIOUS TRESPASS. 

The suit, on a charge of malicious tresspass 
and willful destruction of property, was 
brought against the thirty-two ladies of 
Lathrop by one Thomas J. Ward, the pro- 
prietor of a billiard hallin front ofthe dive 
kept by one ‘‘Tom’’ Acoff, Ward claiming 
that on the night preceeding the famous raid 
Acoff had transferred his property to him, 
Ward,to secure a debt, and that he was 
therefore the innocent sufferer by the cru- 
sade, The trial went along on this line, the 
prosecution, conducted by Prosecuting Attor- 
ney John A. Cross, only endeavoring to prove 
the fact of trespass and destruction of prop- 
erty, and the defense, represented by Chas. 
P. Johnson of St. Louls and Judge Thos. J. 
Porter of 8t. Joseph, making no effort 
to disprove the story of the raid. 
The entire ground was gone over in the evi- 
dence produced during the four days at 
Plattsburg, some twenty-five witnesses being 
examined inall, the prosecution leaving no 
detail of the famous raid uncovered. The 
full enormity of the offense committed by the 
. Crusaders was shown in its blackest colors, 
and the picture of the woeful waste of Lathrop 
**booze’’ was drawn with a fervor that would 
have wrung the bosomsofa ‘‘tomato-can’’ 
brigade with unbearable anguish and soulful 
. yearning too deep for words. 

SCENES IN THE COURT-ROOM. 

During the four days’ hearing thirty of the 
thirty-two crusaders were present in the 
Plattsburg Court-house. Twoof the martyr 
band had been excused from attendance, but 
the leaders of the great Lathrop movement 
were there with their faithful leuten- 
ants and scouts gathered about them. 
They had come from Lathrop in a body, 
escorted to the train by the entire population 
of the town, and they got together in the 
court-room. There were Mrs. Kinney, the 
President of the Lathrop Woman’s Protective 
Association, who started and led the 
crusade; Miss Bickel, the Secretary; 
Mrs. Carmichael, one of the ladies whose 
husband has since sued for a divorce; . Mes- 
dames Henderson, Ellige, Maret, Brooking, 
Jones, Smith, Boring, Beauheart, 
Brookes, and so on through 
muster roll of band of 
matrons and maids who answered to roll-call 
on the fateful morning of-Feb. 7, 1890. 
Gov. Johnson describes the court-room as 
fluttering with petticoats and not a word of 
evidence escaped the apprehensive ears of 
the ladies so deeply concerned in the final 
verdict. Besides the brightening effect of 
this flood of the feminine element in the 
court-room the scene was also made more 
striking in color by an abundance of floral 
tributes sent to the crusaders and the 
perfume of flowers filled the air. At one point 
of the taking of evidence a dramatic scene 
occurred. One of the crusaders was on the 
witness stand, and had spoken of the evil 
influence exerted by the Ward-Acoff dive. 

**There has never been any one killed in a 
brawl, or murdered, or badly injuredin the 
place, has there?’’ asked the prosecution. 
‘*Possibly not,’’ came the quick response. 


_ “But women's hearts have been broken, and 
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@ story of how her 
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granted that the crusaders had done all that 
was charged against them, but demanded 
their acquittal on the grounds that the 
present suit was not brought by the owner of 
the property destroyed. It was proved that 
on the very . day preceding the 
raid made by the Lathrop iadies, 
seven indictments had been returned 
agaiyst Acoff by the Grand-jury on charges 
of running.an unlicensed saloon; that at 9 
o’clock that night he had transferred his 
property to Ward, who kept the billiard hall 
through which the saloon had to be entered; 
that the transfer was made toescape the 
consequences ofthese indictments, and was 
an act of collusion between Ward and Acoff, 
and that if any prosecution were to be made 
it must come from Acoff, the real proprietor. 
Gov. Johnson’s closing speech delivered on 


Friday last was confined almost exclusively | 


to this line of defense. 

**The veriest horsethief would be acquitted 
of the charge brought against him,’’ 
said the eloquent lawyer jp concluding his ar- 
gument, ‘‘even if the heft was proved, 
could it be shown that the prosecuting wit- 
ness was not the owner of the horse. How 
much more are these ladies entitled to ac- 
quittal, when what they did was done in de- 
fense of their homes, of their children, and 
of public and private morality.’’ 

SCENE FOLLOWING THE ACQUITTAL, 

In forty-five minutes after leaving the 
Court-room the jury, composed of sturdy 
farmers and country store-keepers, returned 
with a verdict of acquittal. Thirty ladies 
arose ‘‘as one man,’’ waving handkerchiefs 
in the air, shaking hands with one 
another, and laughing over their deliv- 
erance from .legal peril. They were 
surrounded by the Plattsburg ladies present 
at the scene, and the occdsion became one of 
the wildest feminine enthusiasm. Ward, the 
prosecuting witness, disappeared from the 
court room with allthe discomfiture proper 
to the last act of the famous drama, and Gov. 
Johnson became the central masculine figure 
ofthe scene. He was the lion of the crusade 
and could have been nominated for president 
as easy as falling off a log. From 
the court-room the crusaders went to the 
hotel and Gov. Johnson went with them. 
The afternoon was but a continuation of the 
wild scene immediately following the acquit- 
tal, andat7o’clock the ‘‘Saved Orusaders’’ 
took the train for Lathrop, leaving the vic- 
torious fleld of Plattsburg amidst a demon- 
stration such as that quiet town had never 
witnessed before. Gov. Johnson was 
still with them. An hour later they 
arrived at Lathrop, the famous scene of the 
famous crusade. They were met at the depot 
by the Lathrop Drum Corps and Band, a 
large delegation of citizens and nearly all the 
feminine population. A huge bonfire, built 
in front of the melancholy wreck of the 
Ward-Acoff dive, reddened the night sky 
with its significant flare, and the thirty cru- 
saders were welcomed home with shouts and 
huzzahs that spoke eloquently of the popular 
indorsement of the great crusade. 

GOV. JOHNSON’S FAREWELL. 

Hon. Gov. Johnson left them safe at home, 
cleared of all taint of the awful charge of ma- 
licious trespass, freed fromthe law’s delays 
and the wearying experience of hope de- 
ferred that has followed them since Feb. 13, 
1890. He was not allowed to part company, 
however, until the crusaders and their towns- 
people had testified to their apprecia- 
tion of the ‘‘crusade advocate.’’ He was 
made to appear on the platform of hiscar 
and was given a levee that could only be ter- 
minated by a speech, in which the St. Louis 
lawyer reviewed the famous case in outline 
and sent the ‘‘Lathrop Crusade’’ thundering 
down the ages with all the eclat properly be- 
longing toit. Whenthetrain pulled out from 
the station, with Gov. Johnson still on the 
platformand the crusaders’ handkerchiefs 
waving inthe night air, the curtain may be 
said to have fallen on the story of the ‘‘Great 
Lathrop Crusade.’’ Gov. Johnson does not 
believe that the story will be reopened in the 
courts.

TEXAS FLOUR RATES. 


A PROSPECT THAT THE DISCRIMINATION 
AGAINST &8T. LOUIS WILL CEASE. 


The Texas Railroads to Be Asked to Place 
Wheat and Flour on the Same Footing— 
Causes and Effects of the Discriminat- 
ing Tariff. 


The question of grain and flour rates to 
Texas, which has long beena subject of dis- 
sati8faction to the St. Louis millers, may be 
settied to their satisfaction within a short 
time, at leasta strong effort will be made in 
that direction, and those who have the mat- 
ter in charge believe the prospects of an argu- 
ment are most excellent. All that the St. Louis 
millers ask is that wheat and flour be placed 
in the same class on Texas lines. 

UNFAIR DISCRIMINATION. 

This is the practice in all other parts of the 
country, and is admitted by all lines except 
these in Texas and their connections. The 
present freight rates, which imposea higher 
tariff on flour than on wheat, resultina dis- 
tinct discrimination in favor of the Texas 
millers at the expense of those of Missouri 
and Kansas andare admitted to be unfair. 
The matter has been fully discussed at sev- 
eral railroad meetings and the Missouri and 
Kansas lines expressed their perfect 
willingness to place flour and whedt 
on the same footing, but the Texas 
lines refused to do this, finally admitting that 
their sole object in retaining the present 
classification was to protect the Texas millers 
from outside competition. A case was finally 
prepared and presented to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, but no decision has 
as yet been reached, 

AN APPEAL FOR JUSTICE. 

The best legal advice has been taken, and it 
is believed that the rating isfa violation of 
the interstate commerce law. It is the 
opinion of many that the Texas railroads 
themselves now take this view of the situation 
and are ready to give up the discriminating 
rating before they are compelled to do so. 
At the meeting to be held in this city on 
Thursday to consider the question of through 
and way rates in reference to the Galveston 
trade, the question of wheat and flour rates 
will be brought up, and St. Louis millers are 
hopeful of a favorable decision. The causes 
that led tothe present discriminating rates 
are pecullar. Several years ago there was a 
short crop Of wheat in Kansas and Mis- 
sourl, and a phenomenal yield in 
Texas, The few Texas mills’ then 
inexistence made money fast, anda great 
deal ofland that had been sowed in other 
crops was planted with wheat. There was 
a rush of capital for investment in flour 
milis, andtheir number in Texas wereina 
single year increased between four and five 
fold, But it shortly became evident that they 
could not be operated at a profit. The Texas 
wheat crop never equaled or approached 
the phenomenal yield, while the output of 
Missouri and Kansas resumed its former 
proportions. This left a great majority 
of the Texas mills with nothing to do, and it 
became evident that they would prove a total 
loss unless some scheme should be devised 
which would shut off competition. 

EFFECTS OF THE TARIFF. 

The railroads were interested in the new 
mills, and when appealed to came to their 
aid. Wheat and flour had previously been 
handled at the same rates, but it was decided 
to lower the frefght on wheat and 
increase that on flour, The _ effect 
of this was to place the Missouri 
and Kansas millers in a disadvantageous 
position as compared with those of Texas. 
Not only could the latter charge more for 
their flour, but they could also draw the 
wheat necessary torun their mills from South- 
ern Kansas. By imposing a high tariff on 
fiour, the millsin the neighborhood of con- 
suming points could charge enough to render 
their operations profitable, but in order to 
enable those located in sections of the coun- 
try where the wheat crop was generally 
light to carry on operations it was 
necessary to lower the rate on 
wheat itn order to enable them to 
obtain a supply. It is against this that the 
protest js made. Notonly are the Missouri 
and § Millersand farmers dissatisfied 
with the rates, but the Northern Texas farm- 
ers and consumers demand a change. 

GENERAL DISSATISFACTION. 

The farmers claim that by the discrimina- 
tion tn favor of Kansas wheat they are pre- 
vented from selling their crop at a fair price, 
while the consumers naturally object to being 
obliged to pay high prices for their flour solely 
that a few mills may be operated at a profit. 
The St. Louis millers do not demand that 
the,rates on flour be lowered, but ask that 
wheat and flour be placed upon the same 
basis. If this is granted the trade with North- 
ern Texas will be very greatly increased. The 
TexXas millers stand alone in desiring the pre- 
servation of the present rates, and it is pre- 
dicted that they will no longer be successful 
in maintaining them.

committee decided to knock out all bids which 
reached that point. Somea little lower were 
rejected and some a little higher than7 cents 
a front foot were accepted, but In each case 
there were other circumstances that had a 
bearing. 

Nearly all of the bids rejected were combine 
bids, and in one or two instances it was clear 
that an understanding had existed between 
the bidders before they put in their bids.

It provides 
that the signs shall be 86 inches high and 24 
wide and have only two sides and shall be 
placed only on lamp posts at street intersec- 
tions. On each of these signs must be con- 
spicuously the name or number of the streets. 

Mr. Vogel, ehairman of the committee, said 
to-day: ‘‘I see no reason why we should not 
grant that privilege and we certainly 
are in a position to control the mat- 
ter without difficulty. In return 
we get street signs which will be 
plain tosee and durable, instead of these 
filmsy, tin things now in use.’’ City Coun- 
sellor Bell was asked if the city could, if it so 
desired, order the lamp posts down, and said 
that the city could certainly do so when it so 
desired. The Street Commission and the 
members of the board seem to look kindly on 
the plan and donot lhink that any trouble 
would arise. 


Delayed in the House. 


The House of Delegates Committee on Rail- 
roads is taking its own time about drawing 
up its report on the St. Louis and suburban 
bill. The chairman of the committee called 
@ meeting for last Friday afternoon and noti- 
fled the projectors toappear. All of the gen- 
tlemen interested were there promptly and 
ready to answer questions, but the members 
of the committee were not. There were not 
enough of them to meet, so nothing was 
done. Another meeting has,been called for 
to-morrow afternoon. 

The bill was passed in the Council in a 
shape entirely fair tothe city and to the com- 
pany and there is no reasonable excuse for 
the action of the House in the matter. Much 
of the success of the remodeling of the road 
depends upon the early passage of the bill 
and the House is merely delaying public needs 
by its behavior. 


Must Have a Separate Conduit. 

The members of the Board of Public Im- 
provements are trying to find out wh¥ the 
Assembly doesnot take some action in the 
matter of the Bell telephone conduit or- 
dinance. Mr. Burnet, in speaking of the bill, 
said: ‘‘It is reasonably certain that if the 
State Legislature passes the electric bill the 
Bell Telephone Co. will have a separate con- 
duit. Their system can not be operated any 
other way. So there is no reason why they 
should not be granted afranchise now. With 
the Bell telepone out of the way we could 
make arrangements which would reduce the 
wire troubles toa minimum. Their bill now 
isonly unreasonable inone particular, and 
that is where it demands unlimited free tele- 
phones for thecity. With that section out I 
think the company would accept the bill and 
rid the business end of the city of a great 
nuisance.

THE EASTERN STORM 


— 


Havoc Played by the Snow and Rain at 
Various Points. 


POLES AND TELEGRAPH WIRES BROKEN 
AND RENDERED UTTERLY USELESS. 


Communication Between the East and 
West Almost Entirely Cut Off—Only 
One Wire From New York—A Number 
of Small Wrecks in Pennsylvania—Dam- 
age by the Snow. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 26.—A snowstorm played 
havoc here yesterday and for several hours 
there were only one or two telegraph wires in 
the city which could be operated. Wires and 
poles were wrecked on every side, and while 
the snow was not deep enough to ob- 
struct traffic, between the snow and 
the wrecked wires it was ahard matter to get 
about. Allthe arc ight currents had to be 
shut off because of the danger. The storm 
belt extended from Philadelphia to Boston 
and all the wire service in that section was 
injured. The loss of poles was something 
very unusual, there being hundreds of them 
broken and wrecked. 

THE SITUATION TO-DAY. 

New York is still isolated this morning, tel- 
egraphic communication being only partially 
restored. The Postal Telegraph Co. is with- 
out a single wire west, and the-Western 
Union company has but onein working order. 
Large forces of men are at work clearing the 
streets of fallen poles and broken Wire. By 
order of the Mayor all electric companies 
have been obliged to suspend operations, but 
not before a number of persons had been 
killed by coming in contact with the broken 
wires. The whole. force of police and fire- 
department are doing patrol duty to guard 
against fireasallthe fire alarm wires within 
the city are stilldown. The streets are ren- 
dered almost impassable by fallen poles and 
tangled wires. But it is believed that the 
large force of repair men who have been or- 
dered here from all directions will be able to 
have communication largely restored by 
evening. The weather is fair and cool this 
morning. 

NO WIRE SERVICE EAST. 

CHICAGO, Itl., Jan. 26.—Telegraph service 
to the East is seriously impeded to-day owing 
to the severe sleet storm that prevailed yes- 
terday in New York, Pennsylvania and South- 
ern New England States. The storm has 
prostrated the wires east of Pittsburg, and 
there is not a wire working east of Albany. 
Telegraph business between Chicago and 
New York to-day is at a standstill. 

COMPLETE DISORGANIZATION,. 

Never but once in the history of the tele- 
graph has there been sucha complete disor- 
ganization of the system-as that caused by 
the great Eastern storm of Saturday and 
yesterday. As far north as_ Boston, 
west to Albany and Harrisburg, and south 
to Baltimore, wires are down, poles are 
stripped or broken and communication is 
more or less cut off. Western Union officials 
in this city say that though the wires to New 
York, Boston and Philadelphia are badly 
Crippled yet they are better off than any 
other section of the country. Chief Operator 
Holligan of the Chicago office said at noon 
that Chicago was the only point from which 
New York got newspaper telegrams forthis 
morning’s papers,and these went by the way 
of Scranton, Pa. 

‘*‘The great blizzard of 1887,I think, was 
more destructive,’’ he stated, ‘‘and it cov- 
ered a wider area, butthis is bad enough. 
We have only three wires to New York to- 
day, one to Boston and one to Philadelphia by 
a circuitous route. We have mén all over the 
line in the storm territory and hope to be 

in good shape by to-morrow. Idon’t think 
commerce will be interfered with to any 
greatextent. Our wheatstone is all right, 
and this with the other three wires we have, 
willata pinch dothe business between this 
city and the East.’’ 

Telegrams to the Chicago office of the com- 
pany present a picture of horror in New York 
after the snow began to freeze last night. 


The falling of poles across the streets and 


sidewalks, and the wires stretched all over 
the surface of the city made it extremely 
dangerous for people to be out. The falling 
poles had broken down most of the gas-lamps 
about the city, and the danger of setting fire 
to property made it impossible for the electric 
light companies to try to make light. The 
occasion must have approached the 
panic pictured by the destruction of Pompeil, 

Poles fell across dwelling houses or across 
streets with their tops through abutting 
windows. People, in the intense darkness, 
thought their homes were falling and rushed 
to the streets only to be met by a web of 
wires and mountains of snow. Street cars of 
all descriptions were stopped and business of 
every variety was suspended., 

‘*Of course,’’ said Chief Operator Holligan, 
‘*the breaking of the poles was duetothe 
immense weight of snow upon the wires. The 
whole trouble was caused by the fact that 
the storm was high up overthe earth. Snow 
formed at a ereat height and in a cold 
atmosphere, and, falling tntoa warmer cur.- 
rent of air just above the earth, became wet 
and stuck to whatever it touched. It is get- 
ting warmer inthe storm territory and un- 
doubtedly before night most of the snow will 
have melted from the wires and the men will 
be able to see the breaks,’’ 

HEAVY SNOW AND RAIN. 

FALL RIVER, Mass., Jan. 26.—A very heavy 
snow and rainstorm prevailed here until 3 

o’clock yesterday afternoon, accompanied by 
weds heavy tides. The sound boats had a hard 
experience around Point Judith, but arrived 
safely, although somewhat late. 

TELEGRAPH WIRES DEMOLISHED. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 26.—Boston was visited 
by a heavy snowstorm yesterday. High winds 
accompanied it, and the result was that the 
telephone and telegraph wires were badly 
demoralized. Ninety telephone and telegraph 
poles, bearing 100 wires each, were broken, 

LIKE A FOG. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Jan. 26.—‘‘The snow 
was so thick that it was like afogand drove 
so hard that it cut the skin,’’ is the report of 
the Pennsylvania railroad men. A number 
of small freight wrecks are reported. The 
damage to property by the storm is large, but 
no losses of life are reported. Throughout 
the State of Jersey the trains are obliged. to 
feel their way, as every wireis prostrated: 
Poles as wellas wire have gone and it ewill 
take days torepair the damage. The mails 
are from one to ten hours late. The greatest 
delay and damage is near the coast. 

IDLE, WIRES. 

At1lo’clock this aft@rnoon the Associated 
Press dispatches from the West began to ar- 
rive, and were the first news dispatches from 
the outside world since last night. The tick- 
er service in this city is __ still 
suspended and business at agJmost all of the 
Exchanges is at a standsti The Cotton and 
Coffee Exchanges are doing nothing.

CARONDELET NEWS. 


“The Sudden Death of John Renaud—A 


Child Wife’s Death. 


The funeral of John B. Renaud, who died in 
Leadville, Colo., Sunday, Jan. 18, took place 
at 2 o’clock this afternoon, from 
the residence of his parents, 7105 Minne- 
sota avenue, to Mount Olive Cemetery. 
Rey, B. F. Thomas, pastor of the Carondelet 
Methodist Episcopal Church, held services at 
the house. Quitea large number of friends 
and relatives attended the funeral. Since the 
death of John Renaud it has been learned 
that on the day of his death he was to under- 
go a surgical operation. Chloroform was 
applied. Thefirst application didnot take 
effect. A second application was given. The 
anaesthetic proved too strong, and for a few 
seconds the man looked as though he was 
dead. Means were used which brought hint 
to his senses. A third attempt was made, and 
this proved fatal. Renaud dying within 
ten minutes after he had received the dose. 
The Leadyille authorities were notified and 
the Coroner summoned. The verdict of the 
latter was that the deceased met his death 
from heart troubie and not fromthe anaes- 
thetic. 

There are two wagon loads of dead animals 
that have been lying on public thoroughfares 
and vacant lots for the past ten days, waiting 
for the dead animal contractor tocarry away. 
The police have notified the contractor fulla 
half dozen times, but somehow or other 
they fail to materialize. The stench arising 
from the dead animals is horrible, and in 
many instances dogs have chewed the meat 
from the hindquarters of the dead horses.

The child, for such 
she was, being only 15 years old, was married 
to John Nimerick a year ago in Southeast 
Missouri, and came to reside in Carondeleta 
little over eight months ago. Her husband is 
48 years of age, and from all accounts was 
affectionate and good to his child wife. 
Last Saturday morning Mrs. Nimerick was 
takenill. Dr. Sellner was summoned to her 
residence, 8024 South Eighth street, but was 
unable to save the child’s life. She died of 
convulsions brought on by child-birth. Her 
funeral took place this afternoon at 2 o’clock. 
Yesterday the Southern Electric Railway 
Co. operated its entire system with electric 
cars.

AN UNGRATEFUL FAKIR, 


- Dornelius Fife Locked Up on a Charge of 
Robbery. 


Frank C. Kain isthe proprietor ofa saloon 
at Fifth and Chestnut streets. For weeks 
one Cornelius Fife, a street fakir in hand 
luck, has been lounging about the piace.

THE WINNING JOCKEYS 8. 


MARTIN BERGEN HEADS THE LIST FOR 
THE YEAR JUST CLOSED. 


Growth of Amateur Athletics in America— 
The Foot-Ball Sjtuation Locally—An In- 
teresting Base-Running Test—Pugil- 
ism, Base Ball and Other Sports. " 


Asummary of the work done during the 
year 1890 by the leading jockeys on the Amer- 
ican turf has been compiled. Martin Bergen 
heads the list with 179 wins. He rode in 794 
races. Taylor comes second with 131 victor- 
ies out of 527 mounts. Then comes Lambiey, 
He rode 
in 814 races—more than any other jockey 
in the country. These three men are 
the only’ riders who had as many as 600 
mounts during the year, and Lamley and 
Bergen, it will be seen, each rode in nearly 
three hundred more racés than Taylor. 
Anthony Hamilton, rider for the Belmont 
Stables, who was married in this city last 
Thursday evening, ranks fourthin the num- 
ber of winning mounts, falling but one short 
of Taylor. He made his 123 wins, however, 
out of a total of 870 racés, or an average | of 
one victory in every three races. That is 
a remarkably fine record. Barnes, as 
usual, again stands near the top. He has 
112 wins to his credit and rode in 448 races. 
These five arethe only jockeys who had as 
many as 100 winning mounts during the sea- 
son. Jimmy McLaughlin rode in only 32 
races, but won 12 of them, and Isaac Murphy, 
with only 38 mounts, has 13 victories to his 
credit. Garrison rode in more races than any 
of the Big Four—McLaughlin, Garrison, Mur- 
phy and Hamilton—with the exception of the 
last named. ‘‘TheSnapper’’ had 196 mounts 
and landed 47 of them winners. Such men as 
these, however, should show good averages, 
as they rarely ever ride any but 
crack horses. This was particularly true of 
Murphy and McLaughlin last year and Ham- 
iiton had the advantage of being head jockey 
for the best and most successful stable in the 
country. Garrison really had more poor 
mounts to handle than any of the other mem- 
bers of the quartette. Donohue, a rather 
noted jockey in the East, only had 42 mounts 
and did not score a solitary victory. 
He is the only rider in the list of 
whom this is true, Fitzpatrick had 12 victor~ 
ies out of 6 starts and old man Hayward 
rode in 75 races, winning 8 times. Hathaway 
piloted 17 winners out of 84 mounts and 
Stoval 21 out of 209 mounts. Taral had 471 
mounts, landing 98 of them winners. The

BASE BALL. 

There has beena great deal of talk about 
base-runners being able to steal second on a 
battery evenif the pitcher holds the runer 
well to first, pitches promptly and the 
catcher throws right tothe mark, comments 
the Cincinnati Enquirer. There is little truth 
in these stories. Billy Hamilton is one of the 
playérs who,it is alleged, can do such a trick. 
Now, while Billy isa very fast man, and was 
very successful, he can not steal second on a 
first-class battery if the pair work well to- 
gether.

His pitcher did not make a motion 
to pitch until the runner had crossed first 
base and was on his way to second at full 
speed. Buck’s quick throw nailed both of 
them as fast as they tried it, although both 
men have records better than ‘‘even time.’’ 

THE BATTING ORDER. 

Toacasual observer,the arrangements of 
players ofateam in the batting order does 
not seem to be of much importance. Only 
those initiated inthe fine points of the game 
know how much the batting order has to do 
with a team’s success. There is always some 
difficulty in finding the right man to lead off 
in the batting. He should be a good waiter, 
a hard hitter, a fast base runner and possess 
cool judgment. One of the best men inthe 
country to openat4he batis George Gore of 
the New Yorks. H@combines all these virtues 
and has been very successful. At one time 
last season he reached first base no less than 
sixty-three consecutive times either on a 
base hit, an error, or a baseonballs. This 
isa wonderful record. He used the same bat 
all the time, and nothing could induce him 
to change it while his good luck continued. 
Finally he played four straight games with- 
out getting tofirst, and then he changed to 
another bat.
